Disastrous fires in 1819 and in 1838 destroyed the major 
part of the records, books and papers of the Supreme Council 
during the early years of its existence. 

The anti-Masonic movement, which began about 1826, re¬ 
sulted in a quiescent period of all Masonic bodies and their 
activities, which lasted until the year 1840, when the revival 
of Masonic work commenced in earnest. 

The loss of correspondence and reports of Masonic doings 
caused by negligence or carelessness through these many years 
was very unfortunate. 

From data that escaped the flames and from material 
gathered from many sources, and after much research and 
labor, there has been prepared the following authentic 
chronological history of the Mother Supreme Council of the 
World up to 1859. 

Some of the references may seem trivial, but every item 
mentioned has its significance. 

The degrees of Royal and Select Master were originally 
under the control of the Supreme Council, and that is why 
there will be found here and there something about them.
